In reviewing the above-captioned application for allowance, the undersigned has noted that 
the non-patent literature cited on the PTO/SB/08 Forms filed on September 15, 2006, and 
December 26, 2006 were crossed out for not having an English translation.

office. This may be an explanation of which portion of the reference is 
particularly relevant, to which claims it applies, or merely an "X", "Y", or "A" 
indication on a search report. 

Applicants have fully complied with the Rules and with the MPEP. The Examiner is 
therefore respectfully requested to follow the Rules and MPEP 609.04(a)lll and initial the attached 

PTO/SB/08 again listing the non-patent literature and then return the initialed form without the 

strike-through line to the undersigned as soon as possible.
